INCOME OF FARMS 
SHOWS INGREASE 


3.0 Per Cent Over 1927, 
Department Statistics 
Disclose. 


Washington, July 21.—(®)—The 
best farm returns for any year since 
the post-war agricultural depression 
are reported in the survey for 1928 
issued tonight by the department of 
agriculture. 

The reports from 11,851 owner-oper- 
ated frams during 1928 showed an 
average net return of $1,334, while 
during 1927, 13,859 farms reported 
an average return of $1,290. 

The survey showed 26 per cent of 
the farms reporting returns between 
$1,000 and $2,000, 45 per cent re- 
porting returns of zero to $1,000 and 
9 per cent reporting losses. 

By geographical divisions, the sur- 
vey sald, the largest increases dur- 
ing 1928 over 1927 were in the south 
central states, 14 per cent; west north

Driver Fails To Appear. 


The unidentified white boy, appar- 
ently 15 or 16 years old, was run over 
and killed at about 8:30 Sunday night 
by an automobile driver who stopped 
and told a witness to take the bey to 
the hosjital, saying that he himself 
was “too nervous.’

Peping, China, July 
President Chiang Kai-shek called 
upon the Chinese armies to rise 
against “red imperialism” and uphold 
the sovereign rights of China in a 

manifesto issued this morning. 

The president, who is ex-officio gen- 
eralissimo of the armies, declared that 
the abolition of unequal treaties and 
realization of national independence 
constituted the most important points _ 
of the Chinese revolutionary program 
and that every officer and soldier of 
the national army should be willing 
to sacrifice his life for their realiza- 
tion. 

The manifesto concluded: “Russia's 
arrogant attitude toward our govern- 
ment cannot be ignored. Otherwise 
how can we ever hope to abrogate 
unequal treaties and win our proper 
place in the family of nations? Un- 
less we unite in the fight against red 
imperialism our country and our peo- 
ple will perish.”

Calexico, Cal., July 21.—(4)}—Two 
hundred American citizens employed 
in Mexicali, Lower California. rushed 
across the border last night and today 
to rent rooms and establish residences 
for the order of the Mexican federal 
government that foreigners working 
in Mexico must live in Mexico went 
into effect today. The order was in- 
tended to alleviate the labor situation 
in Mexican border towns. 

All rooms at Mexicali’s leading hotel 
were taken last night, and accommoda- 
tions were at a premium. Many 
Americans said they would stay at 
the hotels until the order was repealed 
or modified, or until they could find 
houses on the Mexican side for their 
families.

Berlin, July 21.—(United News.) 
Indications that Germany will be re- 
quested to act as mediator in the 
present Russian-Chinese crisis arose 
here tonight when it was learned that 
the soviet probably prefers such an 
arrangement to any other. 

Germany, it was pointed out, is the 
logical mediator to carry out the lead 
of the United States in invoking the 
Kellogg anti-war pact to settle the 
dispute over control of the Chinese 
Eastern railway in Manchuria. 

It also was learned on high au- 
thority that Germany will accept the 
role of peacemaker if requested. 

The soviet will not agree to inter- 
vention by the League of Nations, it 
was said, contending that the chief 
Kuropean and Asiatic league members 
possess anti-soviet .interests. Russia 
has favorably received the action of 
the United States in attempting to 
force world opinion against war. 

A distinguished American who ar- 
rived here today from Moscow told 
the United News that Russia has 
never considered military invasion of 
Chinese territory, but fears the danger 
of the Russian white guards (czar- 
ists) allied with China. It is believed

Dr. Snook has made a purported 
confession, saying that Miss Hix was 
becoming too exacting in her demands 
upon him; that she objected to him 
taking a week-end trip with his 41- 
year-old wife and two-year-old daugh- 
ter to his old home at Lebanon, Ohio; 
that she threatened to kill him, his 
wife and child, and finally she had 
reached for her purse. He feared, 
according to his alleged statement— 
which will be attacked by his attor- 
neys in court—that she was reaching 
for a tiny Derringer he once had given 
her, and that his life was in danger. 
It was then that he struck her with 
his mechanic’s hammer. She leaped 
from the car, squeezing her finger in 
the door as she did it, and he pursued 
her with blows. Finally she went 
(lown, moaning, and he slit her throat 
with the skill of a surgeon, to end 
her agony. 

That is an outline of the murder. 
But it is the background and the 
character which make it interesting. 

Dr. Snook was the son of a well- 
to-do family: of South Lebanon, Ohio. 
Anyone who has lived in a_ small 
town can recall a family which “lived 
in the big house on the hill.” It 
usually was the wealthy family of the 
town, and was more or less aloof from 
the other villagers. The Snook family 
was that family in the village of 
South Lebanon. 

James lived his boyhood there. Old 
schoolmates say he was the “‘good boy” 
of the school. He never made trou- 
ble for his teachers. He never got 
into mischief. He did fairly well with 
his lessons. He had few friends. 
Neighbors who remember him describe 
a similar life at home. “His mother 
was never known to spank him,’’ one 
old friend of the family said. “He 
always was such a good boy.” 

Was Pistol Champion. 

As he grew older he came to like 

horses, a trait inherited from his fa- 


ther and his fathers’s father. A nation- |

In her classes she was a 
good student. She occupied no par- 
ticular position in college life. But 
this quiet, uncommunicative, only 
daughter of an aging pedagogue, for 
three years had been living another 
life. At the rooming house of Mrs. 
Nellie Smalley, she was known as 
Mrs. Snook. There she frequently is 
said to have shared a room which 
cost $4 a week, with a man who was 
known as Henry Snook, a salt sales- 
man. SBefere that the “sait sales- 
man” and his “wife” had had an- 
other room not far away. 

Then there was Marion Meyers, 
crop agent for the university, a 
timid, uncertain person, whose frater- 
nity brothers even said was so doubt- 
ful of himself, that if he “went to the 
drugstore to get a milkshake he 
couldn’t be sure about it when he 
got back.’”’ 

He and Theora were friends. Mey- 
ers didn’t deny his relations with 
Theora were most intimate but he pro- 
tested that she had taught him the 
art of love-making and that she was 
the aggressor.

A TOBACCO TAX ERROR. 

The proposal in house bill No. 
351 to extend the present tax on 
cigars and cigarettes to plugs, smok- 
ing tobacco, chewing tobacco and 
should not appeal to the 
“wisdom, justice and moderation” 
of the general assembly. Such ex- 
tension of the tax is economically 
unsound, vexatious and burdensome

in most other states where it has 
been proposed. 


Up to the present the manufac- 
turers and distributors of cigars and 
Cigarettes have yielded to the tax 
upon them rather than litigate it. In 
general they have absorbed the tax 
in their own expenses of doing busi- 
ness, so that in spite of the tax of 
i 1-2 cents upon. a package of 20 
cigarettes the packagp is still re- 
tailed at the old price of 15 cents. 

But if the tax is to be imposed 
upon all tobacco products in the do- 
mestic trade it will not be practical 
for the manufacturers and whole- 
Salers to absorb the tax, and they 
will have to increase the retail 
prices of all their goods to the mil- 
lions of consumers, many of whom 
are the least able of our people to 
pay any tax. 

The claim that a tobacco tax is 
a “luxury” tax is wholly fanciful; 
it is a tax upon an article that mil- 
lions hold as necessary to their 
comfort. 


What the proponents of the bill 
are seeking is more money from 
the specific tax upon tobacco prod- 
ucts. They can get that by com- 
pelling the closer collection of the 
present cigar and cigarette tax. The 
receipts from that tax have been 
decreasing in face of the notorious 
fact that the consumption of cigars 
and cigarettes has enormously in- 
creased since the tax was imposed. 

The tobacco tax ‘advocates in 
Georgia back in 1923 said it would 
yield $6,386,000, but the collections 
in the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1925, were $730,241 and in the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1928, 
they weré $678,000. The cigarette 
business in general increased be- 
tween 1925 and 1928 by 33 1-3 
per cent, but the tobacco tax re- 
ceipts in Georgia declined by over 
7 per cent during the same period. 

That decline of the revenues from 
the tax is almost wholly chargeable 
to the failure to collect what was 
in Alabama the rate is 
per cent of the wholesale (not 
retail) price of cigars and cigarettes, 
and in the year ending September 
30, 1928, the receipts were $1,312,- 
000, or $634,000 more 
collected in Georgia.

Lots of Our Eels Get Away. 

The state of Georgia reminds me of 
a one-arm man trying to carry a pas- 
sel of live eels up a ladder! 

Our tax law levies on “beauty. par- 
lors” and no state in the union has 
more beauty in its female population 
than we have in Georgia and our 
women are just as jealous of their 
beauty as any in the nation. But the 
comptroller general reports beauty 
parlors paying tax in only 30 counties 
in the state, with close up to half of 
them in Fulton county alone. Why, 
in the fine county of Laurens, pos- 
sessed of hindreds of the handsomest 


ladies in the state, and in Ware coun- 


ty, with all those Waycross beauties, 
there seem to be but two parlors in 
each paying $4.50 per. Is there not 
a big leak in the beauty parlor tax 
somewhere? 

Then thére are billiard and pool 
tables that are required to pay taxes, 
but they appear in only 39 counties 
and Fulton county pays much more 
than half such taxes collected in the 
state. 

There are bill posters in 90 counties 
of.the state and the collections of their 
taxes run from 90 cents in Lamar 
county to $811 in Fulton for 1928; 
yet when I came through Lamar coun- 
ty the highways and Barnesville were 
all plastered up with huge gasoline, 
tobacco, cigarette and automobile pos- 
ters. Even Monroe and Tift counties 
returned only $1.80 as the total tax 
for the year collected in each of them!

Poor Showing of Show Taxes. 
The constitution sets apart the taxes 


on shows as an inalienable part of the 


common school funds. There were 


electric shows reported in 1928 from 
95 counties with tax payments run- 
ning from $1.80 in each ef 9 counties 
to $2,850 in Fulton county. 

The other show tax gvas returned 
from 128 counties, with payments as 
low as $1.80 in 9 counties, with Bibb 
county paying the highest total, 41,- 
372.50 and Fulton paying only $900! 
How come? Looks to me there 1s 
something rotten in this show tax busi- 
ness and that State Superintendent 
Duggan ought to sie his department 
auditor on the outfit! 

Pressing clubs paid only $310 in 
Fulton with all her “Fifth Avenne” 
style dudes.

To convert your dish of berries into 
ideal cold weather food you have only 
to, drown the berries in cream and 
disguize them well with sugar; or if 
they’re cranberries, take a generous 
slice of turkey or some such trifle 
on the side. Of the two methods the 
latter gives the warmer results. 

In hot weather it is better to take 
a light mid-day lunch if any, and 
have the principal meal of the day 
in the cool of the evening. For the 
sedentary individual a noon-time 
lunch of crackers and milk, the milk

As between the two authors, 
Robert Louis Stevenson and 
Thomas Hardy, which you you 
think is the greater literary artist 
and the more important figure in 
the world of letters? 

It would require more space than 
I am allotted to answer your qnes- 
tion as fully as it demands, (‘on- 
sult C. F. Johnson and Caleb T. Win- 
chester, who are expert authorities on 
literary appraisement and criticism. 
They estimate well-known authors 
from the standpoints of their under- 
lying philosophy, portraiture of char- 
acter, imaginative vision and range 
and power of narration. 

You will find, I think, that Hardy 
is reckoned the greater man, even 
though his outlook is pessimistic, The 
point is that Stevenson was more self- 
conscious than Hardy. On his own 
confession he sedulously labored over 
the work of literary masters in order 
to acquire his own style. This Har- 
dy did not do. Like W. H. Hudson, 
he gives you the impression that his 
magic phrases flowed out of him 
whereas Stevenson seems to have 
work hard to achieve his finest pass- 
ages. Conrad, who also toiled terri- 
bly, said he did not know how Hud- 
son obtained his masterly effects. | 

Certainly there are outstanding fig- 
ures in Stevenson fiction. but they do 
not surpass a dozen of Hardy’s that 
could be named. Nor is there any- 
thing equal to the latter's “Egdon 
Heath” in Stevenson’s most powerful 
descriptions. In the presentation of 
destiny, as foreshadowed in tempera- 
ment, character and surroundings, 
Hardy ig decidedly superior. One may

The construction company has a 
crew working on the Dixie highway 
und at a rock quarry nearby. 

Twenty-five of the workers were 
white. But the latter walked out 
Wednesday, refusing to work with the 
negroes, and the trouble started. 

Sheriff E. F. Land, who went to 
the camp to investigate, expressed the 
opinion that the posters were not 
genuine, but were the work of some 
of the white men who walked out 
Wednesday. The sheriff said the Ku 
Kinx Klan was a “dead issue” in this 
section. 

The construction company officials 
expressed the opinion that they could 
‘mooth over the trouble by Monday 
mind get the negroes back to work.

BOLIVIA PROTESTS 
KILLING OF TWO 
MEN IN DECEMBER 


La Paz, Bolivia, July 21.—(4)—A 
note protesting against the assassina- 
tion last December of two Bolivian 
prisoners by the Paraguayan soldiers 
has been dispatched to Brigadier Gen- 
eral McCoy, chairman of the Para- 
guayan-Bolivian conciliation commis- 
sion in Washington, for transmission 
to the Paraguayan government. 

The communication, signed by Min- 
ister of Relations Elio, and published 
here, declares that the men were killed 
in the vicinity of Fortin Galbon on 
December 5, 1928. It charges that one 
of the prisoners, Private Ignacio 
Vargas, was shot dead by a mounted 
Paraguayan corporal named Quevia 
Jaba because Vargas had been rest- 
ing. The note says the slaying was 
witnessed by a second lieutenant of 
the Paraguayan army in charge of the 
prisoners.

New York, July 21.—In a detailed 
study of the general industrial situa: 
tion and outlook based on informa- 
tion in hand covering basic industries 
at the beginning of this month, the 
industrial conference board in a state- 
ment issued this week reaches the con- 


clusion—*The end of the curreut wave 

prosperity is not yet in sight.’ 
This conclusion, which accurately ex- 
presses the viewpoint widely held in 
and out of Wall Street, is the res! 
explanation for the resumed bull stock 
market at a price level so high that 
some people in the financial district 
here, of long and successful expe- 
rience, are throwing up their bands 
and with a side shake of the head 
are frankly admitting that they «lo 
riot understand what it is all about. 

When the war ended, one of the 
roblems uppermost in the mind of 
Vall Street was, what will we do 
with our excess industrial facilit'es? 
At that time, the apiniae generally 
held was that these excess facilities 
created to supply the an thew de- 
mands of this and other countries 
would have to be disposed of in some- 
what the same fashion that we sold 
our left-over war supplies in France, 
that ies, for what they would bring. 
Billions of dollars worth were sold 
to France for %400,000,000, It might 
he added that we have not collected 
even the $400,000,000. But that is 
another story. However, instead of 
disposing of our excess industrial fa- 
cilities when the war ended “for a few 
cents on the dollar what actually hap- 
pened was that we used all of these 
facilities and more to meet the de- 
mands of the post-war hoom. 

When the post-war boom 
ifa end in 1920, with world-wide de- 
flution starting. Wall Street was 
more troubled than at the end of the 
war over the problem of what was 
to be done with excess industrial fa- 
cilities. But for the past eight years, 
we have gone on cacetiuie enormous 
sums to further increase our produc- 
tion facilities with the industrial con- 
ference board voicing, this week, the 
widely held viewpoint that “the end of 
the current wave of prosperity is not 
yet in sight.” 

Discrimination Needed. 

However, with this viewpoint ac- 
cepted, it does not follow that this is 
‘the time to buy satocks with 
closed. The facts are that for the last 
year and a half it has been increasing- 
ly difficult to make money in the 
stock market. For the past eighteen 
months the stock market has increas- 
ingly become selective. If the right 
stocks were picked, large profits were 
made: if the wrong stocks were select- 
ed, hol lers have been mere than sat- 
isfied to “get back their hat.”

month of 6.24 points in the average 
price. Declines occurred in only three 
of the twelve groups.

It is plain from the foregoing that 
all stock purchased this year have 
not shown a profit. It is also plain 
that while some stocks are selling 
high, others are comparatively low. 

Lower Values Good. 

Taking 82.50 as the average price 
of 102 stocks, the stocks that should 
attract attention from now on are 
those selling below that price. How- 
ever, the feeling is that public utili- 
ties, rails, railway equipments, iron 
and steel shares, and coppers will sell 
higher before the bull stock market is 
over. 

There is a reason for some groups 
selling below the average price of 
82.50. Sugar shares are still suffer- 
ing from over-production with that 
industry in such shape that it cannot 
get much worse. Leather and shoe 
shares are suffering from the same 
trouble but with recent reports show- 
ing improvement, Rubber shares have 
been hard hit by violent price changes 
in raw material but that industry is 
steadily becoming more stabilized 
since the export restriction plan was 
abandoned. Tobacco manuiacturers 
have made good profits, but tobacco 
shares have suffered from the keen 
eompetition among retailers. Motors 
are increasingly feeling the effects of 
Ford competition. Shipping shares 
are influenced by conditions over 
which this country has no control. 
Oils haye been depressed by over-pro- 
duction of crude with the outlook not 
promising. No curtailment of crude 
production is in sight. On the other 
hand, the outlook is for steady de- 
velopment of the new process which 
enables 100 barrels of gasoline to he 
had from 100 barrels of crude oil. 
This is more than twice as much gaso- 
line as is now obtained from erude 
and makes the outlook for continued 
over-production of crude look worse. 

So far, the largest profits in the 
stock market have been made by trad- 
ers who picked industries that have 
been making money and then selected 
the best managed companies in that 
industry on the theory that these com- 
panies would make the largest prof- 
its. In many cases those who have 
held these stocks longest since 1921 
have made the most money either ac- 
tual or on paper.

The Business Barometer

This old story is appropriate to 
the present situation in the United 
States. In almost every line of busi- 
‘ness it is assumed that two and two 


make twenty-two, and that by put- 
ting properties together their value 
can be multiplied many times over. 
Hence a further advance in the stock 
based upon ru- 
mors of consolidations and mergers 
that are almost fantastic. 

One example is a proposal to form 
a huge trust that shall include all the 
power plants in. the United States. 
It has been seriously discussed in 
high quarters. Another is a_ plan 
that contem»lates assembling all the 
railways of the United States into 
five great corporations, and a third 
is a huge merger that will include 
most of the chain store organizations 
already formed. 

Fire Imagination. 

Although it seems unlikely that 
any of these proposals will be realized 
in the near future they have served 
to fire the speculative imagination, 
and have encouraged the buying of 
stocks. The result is that all the pub- 
lished “averages’’ have ascended to 
new highs, and the demand for credit 
to carry these purchases has pushed 
the total of brokers’ loans through the 
previous peak reached last March. 
Bank loans upon collateral also have 
their previous deciine, and 
if there was reason last winter for 
the concern which most bankers ex- 
pressed over the dangers of the spec- 
ulative absorption of credit there 
would seem to be equal cause for ap- 
prehension now. 

But it must be admitted that no 
such concern seems to be felt. One 
reason is that the financial world is 
becoming habituated to stock prices 
which represent a more extravagant 
capitalization of earning power than 
was formerly thought safe. Another 
is that the prices which aroused ap- 
prehension last winter now appear so 
cheap in retrospect, and have been so 
well justified by the astonishing 
maintenance of business at such high 
levels and the increase of corporation 
profits during the first half of the 
year, that few of the conservatives 
still have the courage publicly to reit- 
erate their bearishness. | 

And finally it is true that as the 
outlook for the second halt of 1929 
has been clarified it appears more fa- 
vorable than the earlier forecasts an- 
ticipated. The reserve position of the 
reserve system has been strengthened 
by its increment of gold, and borrow- 
ers are discovering that the banks 
are no longer quite as adamant in 
guarding against rediscounting§ as 
they were a few months ago. This 
modification of their policy undoubt- 
edly is carried out with an eye to- 
ward crop maving and autumn com- 
mercial demands for credit, and those 
in the know believe these demands 
will be supplied freely at. present rates 
and that some softening is possible 
if the stock market is not too pre- 
sumptuous in its demands. 

Wheat Advanced. 

Then there has been the advance in 
the wheat market. At one time it 
was up over 40 cents from the low of 
June on rumors that the hot weather 
had seriously injured the crop. in 
Canada and the United States. No 
one knows whether these reports were 
warranted or not, but they served 
their purpose and it was argued that 
the purchasing power of the western 
farmers would be largely increased by 
the rise in the value of the wheat 
crop. 


Similar conditions prevail in e 


After declining sharp- 
ly it turned suddenly and advanced 
more than a cent a pound upon re- 
ports that the crop was being destroy- 
ed by weevil and hot weather.

Repression To Hurt.

tive distention. But it must be ad- 
mitted that there is nothing in cur- 
rent statistics to warrant the fears 
ot the conservatives, and the demand 
for staple merchandise as well as lux- 
uries continue active.

them to 1930. The steel industry is 
still almost at capacity and is still 
going so well that some are commenc- 
ing to believe its presumed over-capac- 
ity a myth. If that is the case the 
“pauper” will have to be eliminated 
from the old saying that “steel is eith- 
er prince or pauper.” 

The production of low priced auto- 
mobiles is but little below its peak, 
although the output of higher priced 
cars has declined considerably, 

The dry goods market is in a fair- 
ly good condition, although business 
in cotton fabrics is naturally limited 
by the erratic fluctuations in the price 
of cotton futures. 

The building industry is about the 
only one in which there seems to be 
any contraction, and although short 
time is being vigorously urged by some 
of the cotton manufacturers the con- 
sumption of the staple shows that 
they are much busier than a year ago. 

Among the other commodities sugar 
and& silk “have been strong, and the up- 
ward trend of the commodities in gen- 
eral is probably responsible for some 
of the widespread confidence. 

Aside from the imbroglio in which 
Russia and China are involved the 
foreign situation seems to be satis- 
factory. It appears likely that Poin- 
care will be successful in getting the 
French parliament to ratify his settle- 
ment of the left «due the United 
States, and when this ratification is 
secured the way ought to be open for 
the final adoption of the Young plan 
and the establishment of the bank of 
all nations from which so much is 
hoped.

New Orleans, July 21.—(4)—The 
nast week has probably been the most 
active of the season to date and 


prices have advanced more than a 
cent a pound or, to be exact, the net 
gain has been 109 points on October 
and December or within'a shade of 
$5.50 a bale. Compared with the low 
point of the recent decline reached 
early in the week the advance has 
veen more than seven dollars a bale. 

The cause of the decline early in 
ihe week was the favorable we eather 
in the eotton region which led traders 
to believe that the crop was making 
rapid and favorable progress. In the 
meantime, however, the market had 
become heavily oversold with a 
marked improvement as a result in 
ihe technical position. . This at- 
tracted buying which soon developed 
on a large scale. 

The buying was stimulated by 
many reports of the rapid spread of 
boll weevils and increasing damage 
to the crop from this cause. In fact 
the weevil spread has developed into 
2 decided seare. This has attracted 
buying not only from the trade, but 
from speculative interests as_ well. 
Speculators have seen what hap- 
pened in wheat and they assume that 
a similar upturn is now due in 
cotton. 

At any rate buying has been per- 
sistent and general and the large 
short interest in the market accumu- 
‘lated during the recent decline has 
sought cover as best it might, some- 
times finding contracts exceedingly 
scarce except at stiff advances. 

Whether the advance which has 
taken place has discounted’ weevil 
slamage and the natural deterioration 
in the crop which is now due_ re- 
mains to be seen. Much will likely 
depend on the weather. Hot dry 
weather would hold the weevils in 
check, but showery cool weather, of 
which there has been entirely 
much. would stimulate the weevils. 
and add to the peril of the crop.

New York, July 21.—(4)—An un- 
expected upturn in steel production, 
a sharp upsurge of grain and cotton 
prices, and several excellent earnings 
statements for the second quarter and 
the first half of the year, were con- 
spicuous developments during the past 
week in business and industry. 


A gain in steel production at this 
time when a seasonal slack is  nor- 
mally in order, particularly after rec- 
ord output during the first half, was 
attributed to heavy taking of steel by 
railroads, pipe line projects, and heavy 
construction, more than offsetting a 
further quieting down of automobile 
production, 


Republic Iron & Steel reported 
second quarter earnings equal to $3.44 
per share, compared to $1.05 in the 
like period last year, and Youngstown 
soot & Tube, $5.90 compared to 

In the automobile industry, manu- 
facturers of small cars maintained 
operations at a high rate, but other 
manufacturers generally were cur- 
tailing .operations. Consumers’ de- 
mand, nevertheless, was said to be 
well above last year at this time. 
General Motors, however, reported a 
decrease in dealers’ sales in June to 
194,705, from 206,259 in June of 
last year. This was attributed in part 
to changing of models. The first 
second quarter earnings statement to 
appear from the larger automobile 
manufacturers was that of Hudson, 
showing $3.79 a share, compared to 
$3.14 in the like period a year ago. 

Wheat prices were sent soaring by 
reports of severe crop damage in Can- 
ada, carrying prices nearly 50 cents 
a bushel above the prices of late May. 
Some of the advance was lost, how- 
ever, on more favorable crop reports 
and failure of the Liverpool market 
to follow the advance to its limit. 
Threat of heavy weevil infestation 
and bullish weather carried cotton up 
sharply late in the week, extreme 
gains running to $2.50 a bale in F'ri- 
day's market. These advances have 
removed fears of last spring that agri- 
cultural purchasing power might be 
curtailed, and retail trade is prepar- 
ing for an active fall season. 

Nonferrous metals were quiet, with 
renewed demand still failing to appear 
in copper. It was insisted in manufac- 
turing circles, however, that the sta tis- 
tical position of the industry is ex- 
cellent, and that there will be no 
shading of the 18-cent-a-pound price. 

Leather markets were strong and 
there was more activity in the New 
Iingland shoe manufacturing centers. 
‘extile markets became more active 
following the rise in raw cotton. A 
better demand for wool was noted at 
Boston, the lumber trade in the sonth 
and the Pacifie northwest continued 
active and the furniture market at 
Grand Rapids was said to be more 
active than last year. 

Crude oil production continued to 
mount, and there was-a reduction of 
The latter 
development, however, was attributed 
largely to local conditions, and the 
industry continued to pin its hopes 
on the California curtailment pro- 
gram, which goes into effect next 
month. 

Freight car loadings were reported 
for the first week of the month as 
substantially above the like week of 
last year, bunt somewhat below the 
previous week owing to the July 4 
holiday.

A large 
acreage has been planted and high fer- 
tilization confributes to good yields. 

But there’s a bug in the ointment 
—no mere figure of speech but that 
literal, devouring villian we call the 
boll weevil. ‘This insect, which car- 
ries the biggest potential threat to 
high yields, is present in most states 
in larger numbers than usual. Con 
tinuation of the hot, dry weather 
which has prevailed recently would 
prevent rapid multiplication of the 
pest and achieve by nature nearly a 
more effective control than is possible 
through such measures as poisoning. 

Decline in the rate of world ton- 
sumption bears down on prices, and 
acreage is so large that bad weather 
would be necessary before the supply 
situation could justify any reversal. 
Of course, temporary rallies are al- 
ways possible. Recently a combina- 
tion of circumstances—bad weather, 
an oversold condition, and specula- 


tive interest—boosted quotations rap- 


idly, and weevil damage is such an 
element of uncertainty that it merits 
close watzghing and could create a nice 
crop scare.

Will Be Granted Soon 


Washington, July 21.—(#)—Prohi- 
bition Commissioner Doran announced 


tonight that he would soon begin 
granting applications of distillers for 
permits to manufacture medicinal 
whisky and that about 2,000,000 gal- 
lons would be distilled in 1930. 

The manufacturing will be done 
under government supervision in five 
or six government distilleries. 

The commissioner explained! that 
the law required him to provide for 
replenishing the depleted stocks 
whisky for medical purposes. At tl: 
ees time there are 9,549,071 gal- 
ons of whisky on hand, according to 
reports compiled July 1. He esti- 
mated that with 1,500,000 gallons 
withdrawn each year this was enough 
to last five years. As the bureau re- 
quires that whisky be aged four years,

The commissioner said that exten- | 


sive examinations of the 200,000 bar- 
rels of whisky now in bonded ware- 
houses convinced him that not more 
than 1,000 barrels were of question- 
able quality.

been replaced with inferior spirits. 
Of the new whisky 70 per cent will 
be bourbon and 30 per cent will be 
rye. 

Doran’s Statement. 


Doran's statement said: 

“The bureau of prohibition will pro- 
ceed to act upon applications submit- 
ted by concentration warehousemen 
who now hold in bond the existing 
stocks of medicinal liquor and wlLo 
are distillers or successors to distill- 
ers for permits to manufacture whisky 
for medicinal use as provided by law. 

“The facts which make this action 
necessary and the suggested plan of 
operation are hereinafter set forth. 

“Paragraph 3, Section 2, of the act 
supplemental to the national prohi- 
bition act, otherwise known as the 
Willis-Camplhell act, approved Novem- 
ber 23, 1921, provides as follows: 

“No spirituous liquors shall be im- 
ported into the United States, nor 
shall any permit be granted, author- 
izing the manufacture of any spiritu- 
ous liquor, save alcohol, until the 
amount of such liquor now in. distil- 
leries or other bonded warehouses 
shall have been reduced to quantity 
that in the opinion of the commis-
